W hen the Allies get this w aterway 
under fire of their guns barges bearing 
munitions to Turkey via the Black 
Sea must cease their operations, and 
tile Ottoman empire will be wiped out 
of the war.

WASHINGTON, Get. 12.— Coal pro­ 
duction in the United States during 
the past six m onths has beaten all 
records for fuel mining in the coun­ 
try ’s history, the fuel administration 
announced today. 
Revised coal production figures pre­ 
pared by the United States geological 
survey and m ade public today by the 
fuel adm inistration show this record 
for bituminous and 
anthracite coal 
mining during the first half of the 
coal production year. 
T he.bitum inous tonnage was 2,118,* 
3 16,000, an increase of 34,180,000, or 
18 per cent over the record breaking 
production of the corresponding period 
in 
1917. 
The anthracite production 
from April I* to September 28 was 
51,651,000 tons, which is 1,207,000, or 
2.1 per cent over last year’s figures. 
T hese production records were es­ 
tablished in tin* face of many handi­ 
caps, chiefly reduced manpower at the 
mines. 
The draft took between 50,000 
and 60,000 coal miners during the last 
year, while probably as many men left 
the mines for other war industries.

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ECONOMY IN USE OF PAPER 


Santa Ana stores may very well be the first to 
follow the paper conservation program by which old 
newspapers are suggested as substitutes for a better 
class of wrapping paper. 
The War Industries 
Board has called attention to the fact that economy in 
the itse lf paper will release chemicals, fuel, cars and 
men for war purposes. The government has found 
it necessary to divert to ammunition manufacturers a 
large quantity of chemical pulp, formerly used in 
making wrapping, tissue, book and other strong 
papers. 
A number of Santa Ana stores have been 
using old newspapers and find that their customers 
are entirely willing to co-operate. 
The American 
people have cheerfully accepted every opportunity to 
meet the willies of the government in the many plans 
of conservation laid before them, and there will he 
no difficulty so far as the people are concerned in 
establishing the acceptance of old newspapers for 
wrapping purposes. 
The War Industries Board order to retail mer­ 
chants is direct and to the point. It says: 
“Paper conservation is essential as a 
war measure. 
Every retail store is. there­ 
fore. directed to discontinue the unnecessary 
wrapping of merchandise, and to reduce it> 
consumption of wrapping paper, hags. paper 
boxes, office stationery, etc., to that which 
is absolutely necessary.” 
The newspapers all over the country have 
been called upon to put economy measures into etfiect. 
A total saving of paper production equal to twenty 
per Cent of last year s production throughout the 
country is declared to he necessary. 
( Orders have 
been put into effect bv the War Industries Board that 
have brought about changes in nearly every pub­ 
lisher's office in the country. The order to the mer­ 
chants of the country is in accordance with economic 
orders given to all paper users throughout the coun­ 
try.

and shame them not, for you are a man. 
Pity and shield the children in your captured 
territory, for you were once a helpless child. 
Bear in mind that the enemy is your 
enemy and the enemy of humanity until he 
is killed or captured; then he is your dead 
brother or your fellow soldier beaten or 
ashamed, whom you should no further 
humiliate. 
Do your hest to keep your heads clear 
and cool, your body clean and comfortable, 
and your feet in good condition; for you 
think with your head, fight with your body, 
stand and march w ith your feet. 
Be of good cheer, and high courage, 
shirk neither work nor clanger, suffer in 
silence and dicer the comrade at your side 
with a smile. 
Dread defeat hut not wounds; fear dis­ 
honor but nnt death, and die game. 
Whatever the ta^k, remember the motto 
of the Dixie Division, “IT SHALL BE

Endorsing the administration with that loyal Americanism 
that in these times gives no place to thought of party, 
the governor said: 


“This is no time to talk of peace. 
Germany 
is not asking peace, or begging peace—she is 
offering peace, and offering it with the insolent 
air of one who would confer a favor, 
lie r sole 
purpose in seeking an armistice is th a t she may 
have a chance to recuperate, to build up her lines, 
to gather fresh troops, and when she is ready

“The only peace we shall consider must be 
a dictated peace, dictated by America and her 
allies. Not until the kaiser and his six sons have 
marched across No Man’s Land to deliver their 
swords and their persons to the keeping and 
the mercy of the Allies shall there be any slack­ 
ening of our determ ination to fight on and on. 
“ It is not. given to ail of us to fight in the 
trenches.

Weights and measure* official* 
of California are going to take a 
vigorous hand in seeing that buy­ 
ers of gasoline are not given dis­ 
tillate. 
State Superintendent Johnson 
says that 
he is 
convinced 
that 
users have been swindled out of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
annually by men who sell 12<ent 
distillate when 21-cent gasoline is 
asked for and paid for. 
Following is Johnson’s 
instruction 
to a ll: 
W eights and 
Measures 
Officials 
of the State of California: 
Gentlemen: Since the inception of 
this departm ent there have been con­ 
stant com plaints over the substitution 
of “distillate” for “straight 
refined 
gasoline." 
During 
the 
last 
three 
months these complaints have been 
much more numerous and much evi­ 
dence has been obtained establishing 
the fact that the practice of substitu­ 
tion is becoming very common. 
> “Gasoline” 
is 
a 
straight 
refined 
crude oil product, generally character­ 
ized by a low content of unsaturated 
and arom atic hydrocarbons and by a 
distillation range free from marked ir­ 
regularities. 
Its basic properties ob­ 
tained through its process of refining 
and distillation 
are 
essential 
and 
necessary to readily start an automo­ 
bile engine and keep it going when 
■tarted without hindrance to the me­ 
chanical efficiency of the engine 
by 
(kirbon deposits and other properties 
Ao light for general 
use in autom o­ 
biles. 
“Commercial D istillate” is what may 
br term ed a “compounded 
gasoline,” 
vlery sim ilinr in appearance and odor 
to tho straight refined 
product, 
but 
very different chemically in 
th at 
it 
contains a larger percentage of un­ 
saturated and aromatic hydrocarbons. 
Its motive power is in many respects 
equal to that of the straight product 
when used in engines constructed for 
its use, but automobile 
motors, 
due 
to their mechanical construction, re­

and substitution is detrim ental to the 
efficiency of their operation. 
The straight gasoline has a com­ 
mercial m arket value of approxim ate­ 
ly 21 cents per gallon, while distillate 
se lls at 12 cents. The sale, therefore, 
off “compounded gasoline” under the 
representation that it Is straight re­ 
fined gasoline and at the price of gas­ 
oline constitutes a vicious violation of 
law and principle. 
From the complaints I believe that 
the public is being swindled out of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars an­ 
nually by this decption. 
Tho honest 
and legitim ate dealers are being driv­ 
en out of business and standards of 
quality m aintained by 
reputable

finers are being abused. Their appeal 
for relief to this departm ent demands 
our immediate and serious attention. 
Upon the receipt of these instruc­ 
tions you will make a careful investi­ 
gation of all service stations in your 
Jurisdiction, ascertain if gasoline and 
distillate are handled by them, and

these tests 
were made undoubtedly represents the 
first attempt of any state legislature to 
attack the headlamp glare problem in 
a scientific manner. Prior to the draw­

sentatives of the Society of Automo­ 
tive Engineers in an effort to obtain 
some basis upon which to determine 
the nature of glare and the best rem­ 
edical measures.

War Basis or Nearly So, 
Tis Announced 


Announcement that the Ford Com­ 
pany is on a IOO per cent war basis 
is significant of the trend of motor 
car 
manufacture 
in 
this 
country. 
Ford is the first to 
givq 
his 
entire 
factory space to the making of mater­ 
ials of war, but his competitors are 
not far behind. 
General Motors Corporation and the 
Chevrolet, both 
dominated 
by 
the 
Durant-du Pont interests, are under­ 
stood to be on a 65 per cent to 75 per 
cent war basis. 
War orders of these 
companies are said to be in the neigh­ 
borhood of $125,000,000. 
At the start 
of the current year 
General 
Motors 
war business aggregated $60,000,000 
The Chevrolet company within the 
next month will become an operating 
unit of the General Motors Corpora­ 
tion. 
A few days ago General Motors re­ 
ceived an order for the manufacture 
of 5000 Liberty motors of the eight- 
cylinder 
type. 
This 
order 
aggre 
gates 
$20,000,000. 
This 
company 
through the General Motors Truck Co. 
was already the largest manufacturer 
of ambulances in this country. 
Pro­ 
duction of the chassis is understood 
to have reached the rate of more than 
IOO a day. 
Willys-Overland will be on a war 
basis of close to SO per cent within 
the next six weeks. 
The company’s 
war orders aggregate $50,000,000 and 
include gun carriages and three differ­ 
ent types of airplane motors. 
Willys 
has become one of the really import­ 
ant parts of the 
country’s 
air plane 
programme. 
In addition to 
its 
own 
business Willys’ interests control the 
Curtiss Aeroplane and Motors Corpor­ 
ation, the largest manufacturers of air­ 


planes, flying boatf and parts in the 
United Stat**. 
Maxwell’s war orders 
are also more than $50,000,000. 
They 
include trucks, shells and 
mine 
an ­ 
chors. Maxwell went into 
the 
tfuck 
field only recently, but is making a 
decided success of it. 
This depart- 
i ment promises to be an imjtortant 
earner not only during the war period. 
hut also when peace arrives. Maxwell 
is probably on more than a 60 per cent 
war basis, which will be gradually in­ 
creased up to Jan. I next. 
Packard company is one of the big­ 
gest producers of Liberty motors. On
